WASHING ION (AP) — Two fighter 
pilots have been formally accused of 
misconduct for actions during their 
years in North \ ietnamese prisoner of 
war camps. Pentagon sources have 
disclosed 
They are the first officers to face 
such charges, which were brought by 
Rear Adm. Jam es V. Stockdale, of 
Coronado, Calif. Stockdale, a captain 
as a POW, was promoted afte*r he 
returned home. 
The two men are Navy (’apt Walter 
E. Wilber. 43, of Columbia Cross 
Roads. Pa., and Marine Ut. Col Edison 
Wainright Miller. 41, of Tustin, Calif. 
Wilber was the executive officer of a 
squadron of Phantom F4 fighter planes 
when he was shot down over North 
Vietnam June 16, 1968. 
Miller s Marine F4 Phantom went 
down over North Vietnam Oct. 13, 1967. 
The sources said Thursday 
that 
Stockdale mailed the formal charges to 
Navy Secretary John Warner. Details 
of Stockdale^ accusations were not 
available. 
On May 29. eight enlisted men were 
formally charged by Air Force Col. 
Theodore Guy of misconduct during 
their years of imprisonment. 
The eight 
men, all foot soldiers 
captured 
in 
South 
Vietnam, 
have 
denied any improper activities. 
Under a policy set out by former 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R. Laird, 
the Pentagon is making no formal 
charges against any of the 566 returned 
POWs. The accusations by Guy and 
Stockdale are 
made as 
individual 
servicemen charging other individual 
servicemen under the military code of 
justice. 
Both (illy and Stockdale w ere 
provided with military lawyers who 
helped draw 
up the' legal papers, 
sources said. Officially, Pentagon 
spokesmen say 
they 
have 
neither 
d iscouraged nor encouraged any 
serviceman to take* action against any 
former POW. 
Wilber has acknowledged making 
antiwar statem ents while in captivity. 
“ I found out when I had time to think 
about myself, where I was, what we 
were doing, I found out that my con­ 
science bothered m e,” he said in a 
recent interview.

Sky lab’s astronauts came 
safely home from man s longest space 
journey today, splashing down with 
pinpoint precision in the Pacific Ocean 
after 28 days and ll million miles in 
orbit. 
.lust 39 minutes after touchdown, 
C harles Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz were hoisted 
onto the deck of this recovery carrier, 
still inside their Apollo ferry ship 
“We’re all

Ev­ 
erything’s OK,” commander Conrad 
radioed as the spacecraft descended 
through the clouds and landed within 
view of USS Ticonderoga, just 6‘ miles 
away. That indicated the astronauts 
had suffered 
no adverse 
physical 
reactions 
on 
returning 
to 
earth’s 
gravity after a record four weeks’ 
exposure to space weightlessness. 
Ten minutes later they climbed 
through tin* hatch, smiled and waved 


as the ships band played “Anchors 
Aweigh” for the all-Navy Skylab crew. 
They walked unsteadily toward a 
mobile medical laboratory, showing 
some effects from the four weeks’ 
exposure to weightlessness. 
How well Conrad. Kerwin and Weitz 
fared in the weightless world will play 
a major role in determining if man can 
function efficiently in future long- 
duration flights. The first of the two 56- 
day Skylab missions is scheduled for 
launch July 27. 
The astronauts almost were held 
over in orbit today to try to repair a 
refrigeration problem in their space 
station 
But Mission Control decided

Government eases 
dividend curbs 


W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) — In a move 
apparently aimed at the sagging stock 
market, the Nixon administration has 
eased its voluntary guideline's holding 
dividend inc reases to 4 per cent a year. 
I’he 
Committee on 
Interest 
and 
Dividends Thursday gave corporations 
a choice of holding to the 4 per cent 
guideline or using a more complicated 
form ula. The com plex a lte rn a tive 
permits 
dividends 
to 
rise 
by 
the 
average increase between 1968 to 1970. 
The co m m ittee’s ch airm an , Dr. 
Arthur F. Burns, head of the Federal 
Reserve Board, said the new guidelines 
“ will make it possible for many cor­ 
porations to increase their dividend 
payments significantly this year and to 
a still greater degree next year.’’ 
Burns said the move would be of 
particular benefit to the elderly and to 
widows dependent on dividend income. 
But the decision also was directed at 
the stock market, which has failed to 
respond favorably to President Nixon’s 
new 60 day freeze on prices. 
When a report circulated a few weeks 
ago that 
the committee 
was con­ 
sidering changing the guidelines, the 
st(x*k m arket moved up strongly. It 
dropped after the administration said 
the proposal to ease the guidelines had 
been put back on the shelf. 
Sources said the latest move was 
aimed more at the stock m arket than 
anything else 
The committee, an adjunct of the 
Cost of Living Council, said it was 
guided by considerations of equity, 
saying that the previous guidelines had 
limited dividend increases by some 
companies to unusually low levels in 
comparison with earnings.

W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) — The Senate 
has approved a bill to bring an end to 
landscape blight caused by chaotic 
urban sprawl and to protect beaches 
and shorelines. 


E a g e rly 
sought

mentalists, the Senate passed the land- 
use bill Thursday, 64 to 21. It requires 
the states to establish land-use plans 
within eight years. 


The measure, which now goes before 
the House where sim ilar legislation is 
under study, was substantially un­ 
changed from the version approved by 
the Senate Interior Committee. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson. D-Wash. 
chairman of the Interior Committee,’ 
argued for passage on grounds that 
nationwide planning is essential to 
protect Am erica’s natural resources. 


The measure would authorize, over 
an eight-year period, $1 billion for land- 
use planning and $66 million for ad­ 
ministration. research and training. 


States would receive $920 million for 
developing state and regional plans 
and $80 million would go for Indian 
tribal plans.

“ We face a destiny pregnant with 
pitfalls and danger,” Peron said in a 
nationally telev ised ad d ress. 
He 
warned against “those who think that 
they can capture our movement... ” 
The 77-year-old form er dictator 
spoke only a day after 20 persons were 
killed and more than 400 wounded when 
shooting broke out among 2 million 
persons who had gathered to see Peron 
return from Madrid. 
Peron blamed leftist infiltrators for 
the violence and government sources 
said the split within the movement 
could result in a reorganization of the 
new Peronist government of lYesidont 
Hector J. Campora. 
Both radical and moderate elements 
of the Peronist movement united last 
March and elected Campora president 
after he had been picked to run by 
Peron.

H ow ever, before you 
cheer too loudly for the enlightened 
Massachusetts electorate, it is worth 
noting the suspicion that a referendum 
entirely to

public endorsement. 
The League of Women Voters has 
argued persuasively that a small house 
will be much more efficient. Possibly 
this is true, though I doubt it. The 
“ inefficiency” of the legislature has 
not been a function of its size, but of the 
chaotic state of Massachusetts politics. 
The New York State legislature, for 
example, is roughly the same size as 
ours, but Gov. Nelson Rockefeller runs 
it like a Marine boot camp. 
M A SSA C H U SET T S simply has no 
organized political parties. Every time 
an election looms up, the clans gather 
and coalitions form only to vanish the 
day after election. As the 1972 election 
amply demonstrated, there are no 
coattails 
and 
the 
notion 
that 
the 
Kennedys controlled the Democrats 
was nonsense (as they were aware) — 
their strength was and still is limited to 
a 
veto 
power. 
They 
can’t 
elect 
anybody, but they can block an un­ 
desirable nominee. 
At any rate the league is jubilant 
and in political terms it has a right to 
be To get a legislature to purge itself is 
quite a trick. But there is a joker in the 
deck which the League simply refuses 
to recognize. 
Assuming for purposes of discussion 
that the League is right in suggesting 
that the smaller body will be more 
efficient, it is equally true that it will be 
less representative. In concrete terms, 
the state will be carved into 160 house 
districts rather than 240. Does anyone 
want to put any money on who will bet 
the axe? 
In our legislature we have some of 
the best 
map manipulators 
in the 
business. Just recently, for example, 
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I hey put on a display that should have 
made national news It began when the 
blacks, backed by the liberals, in­ 
dicated their desire for a seat in the 
lily-white state Senate. 
Among the strong supporters of this 
move 
as of other egalitarian causes

Other groups,

particular, feel the same way: a friend 
of mine from that community observed 
sourly that the new house would con­ 
tain 80 Irish, 79 Italians, and one black, 
but that fortunately many Irish and 
Italians had Armenian wives.

M y guess is that the League of 
Women Voters will live to regret its

A bishop on a picket line...a priest

These are among incidents marking 
an 
increasingly

American church leaders in behalf of 
various groups of striking workers. 
The tactics are mostly new, often 
controversial. 
Both Protestant and Roman Catholic 
leaders have sided with Cesar Chavez’s 
United Farm Workers union in its ef­ 
forts to represent California grape 
workers, and a growing lineup of 
bishops are backing demands of 
strikers at an E l Paso clothing plant for 
collective bargaining rights. 
In both cases, the workers are mostly 
Mexican-Americans. 


Although major religious bodies for 
years have voiced general support for 
principles of labor organizing rights, 
they usually haven’t become directly 
involved in specific labor conflicts, as 
they now are doing. 


But in “ crisis situations,” the con­ 
frontation method often is the “ best 
way of delivering the message of 
Jesus,’

Geaney, a Chicago priest-educator, 
after a stint on a picket line outside a 
supermarket, demanding it sell only 
UFW-picked grapes. 
On the basis of a three-month inquiry 
by a special commission, the executive 
committee of the National Council of 
Churches also threw its support to 
Chavez’ UFW , a stand taken previously 
by a U.S. Roman Catholic bishops’ 
committee. 
When its chairman, Bishop Joseph 
Donnelly, of Hartford, Conn., recently 
visited pickets at grape ranches in 
California’s Coachella Valley, praying 
with them and blessing them, he was 
taunted by ranch guards.

June is the month when the dairy 
industry focuses attention on its m an’v 
products through advertising. Ifs a 
good thing, too. Surveys conducted by 
the 
United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture show that in the spring and 
sum m er months, there is an increase in 
the number of diets in our country 
which are deficient in calcium; and 
milk is an excellent source of this 
important nutrient. 
Why do we have this sum m ertime 
deficiency of calcium , expecially 
among children? Part of the reason is 
that they are not drinking the sam e 
amount of milk they drink during the 
school year as a part of the school lunch 
program. With the coming of warm 
weather, it is so easy to slip into the 
habit of drinking iced drinks and 
neglecting milk. This is also true for 
adults. Let’s remem ber that we never 
grow too old to need milk 
Just how much milk do we need each 
day? Children under 9 need 2 - 3 cups, 
and children 9 to 12 need 3 or more' 
Teenagers need 4 cups or more, while 
adults need at least 2 cups. 
Milk does not necessarily have to be 
served in a glass. Milk can be used in 
cream soups, sauces, puddings, in 
baked goods, and on cereal. Cheese and 
ice cream are also good sources of 
milk. If our families drink 2 per cent 
milk or skim milk, the calcium content 
is still the sam e — only the amount of 
fat has been changed. 
Here is a recipe that is especially 
timely, since in addition to milk and ice 
cream, it also contains strawberries. 
Why not plan to prepare this for a 
meeting sometime soon? The recipe 
can be reduced down easily for a 
family size amount also. 
STRAWBERRY MILK PUNCH 
Mix: 6 cups mashed straw berries; I 
to 2 cups sugar, according to taste; 
dash salt 
Add: 4 quarts cold milk; 2 quarts 
softened straw berry 
ice cream ; 
2 
quarts softened mint ice cream 
Method: Stir to mix well, and serve. 
Makes about 24 servings of average 
size. (Vanilla ice cream may be sub­ 
stituted for the mint if desired).

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Gilligan, Calabrese at odds again

( O LI M BUS, Ohio (A P) — Gov. John 
J. Gilligan’s temper is on the edge of 
flaring these days as he tries to move 
an immovable object, Senate Minority 
Leader Anthony O. Calabrese, D-22 
Cleveland. 
For the second time in two years, 
Gilligan and his Democratic leader in 
the Senate 
who, incidentally, was not 
the* governor’s choice —have tangled 
over the budget. 
After the latest showdown, Calabrese 
and two of his followers voted with 
Republicans to pass the GOP version of 
the budget for the next two years. 
Calabrese freed the Democrats to 
“ vote your conscience.” 
It hasn’t helped the relationship 


between the two, described by most 
legislative leaders as strained at its 
best. 
Gilligan, 
the 
former 
college 
professor, is at home with theories. 
Calabrese, the Italian immigrant who 
came off the sidewalks of Cleveland, 
deals in practicalities. 
Calabrese said the governor was 
“ impractical” in trying to get more out 
of 
the 
Senate, 
controlled 
by 
Republicans 17-16. 
“ Let this go to conference com­ 
m ittee,’’ said Calabrese. “ T h at’s 
where you work to get a compromise on 
these things.” 
The 
governor, 
he 
said, 
was 
surrounded by “ those kids” who, he 
indicated, didn’t understand the 
practical aspects of the situation. 
Calabrese was one of the first to 
notice that the GOP version of the 
House-passed budget actually ap­ 
propriated more money. 
The 
governor’s 
chief 
objections, 
when meeting with Calabrese and his 
assistant, Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 
Akron, was about cutbacks in pet 
spending projects, such as the En ­ 
vironmental Protection Agency. 
Democrats have a 58-41 edge in the 
House, which Calabrese believes is the 
. The conference committee

to work out differences is divided 3-3 
among the parties. 
Gilligan’s aides, however, admit the 
governor wanted to prove his services 
budget in the Senate. He would like to 
embarass Republicans. 
“ How can you embarass anybody for 
giving you more money than you 


asked, even if he didn’t split it the way 
you lik e d ?” asked a Dem ocratic 
Senator who didn’t back Calabrese on 
his budget vote but admittedly ad­ 
mired his stand.

Oldsters: Take Care o f Feet! 
It is astonishing how careless many 
people are about the protection of thei'r 


In the young, when the blood supply 
is active, the problems are not nearly 
so severe as they are in the elderly 
When arteriosclerotic changes begin in 
the arteries of the legs and the feet 
particular care is imperative. 
When the blood vessels are normal 
and do not have calcium plaques within 
them. they are elastic and bring blood 
and oxygen to the tiniest blood vessels 
at the tips of the feet. Injury or in­ 
fection is easily controlled 
In the elderly, however, the blood 
supply is diminished because of the 
narrowing of the arteries. A cut 
a 
bruise, or an infection of the foot mav 
become complicated because there is 
not sufficient blood and oxygen in the 
areas of these tissues. 
For the elderly, therefore, the care of 
the feet is particularly important 
I cop e with diabetes and chronic 
circulatory problems must keep their 
feet in a constant state of cleanliness 
washing them with a mild soap and 
thoroughly drying them can keep the 
skin from becoming irritated and open 
to infection. 
^ 
Gentle lotions help to keep the toes 
and feet soft and lubricated. 
Tight garters must be avoided, for 
they tend to diminish the circulation of 
the blood. 
Tight supporting hose should not be 
worn unless specifically prescribed bv 
a doctor. 
J 
Fungus infections and athlete’s foot 
are common in the elderly, even 


though the victims are not necessarily 
active in sports. These infections must 
be controlled with special drugs and 
powders so that secondary infections 
will not occur. 
Tobacco further constricts the blood 
vessels and should be scrupulously 
avoided. 


Many ulcers of the toes and feet fail 
to heal because of the spasm caused by 
tobacco. 
Toenails should always be cut 
straight across. Whenever possible this 
should be done by someone else, to be 
sure that there is no injury with the 
scissors. Cutting down in the corners is 
a dangerous procedure. 


Coms and calluses on the toes, the 
heels and bottom of the feet should 
never, but never, be cut by anyone 
other than a trained podiatrist or 
chiropodist. This is an excellent in­ 
vestment in foot health. 
Far too many limbs have been 
sacrificed because of the injuries 
people inflict on themselves by their 
own razor blade surgery. 
A slight cut with the razor blade in 
people with poor circulation opens the 
avenue for infection and invites the 
possibility of gangrene. 
Well-fitting shoes made of a soft light 
leather can prevent the blisters, the 
corns, 
the 
infections 
and com­ 
plications. 
Rubbing the feet occasionally with 
lanolin or cocoa butter keeps them soft 
and prevents cracking of the skin. 
Your feet deserve the care they so 
often do not get.

I. The diamond return is obviously a 
singleton; otherwise, South’s play 
makes no sense. The question is 
whether to finesse the heart or go up 
with the ace to forestall the impending 
ruff. 
Oddly enough, the finesse is the right 
play. The danger of a ruff is more 
imaginary than real. True, it may 
occur, but if it does, you make the 
contract. 
Let’s say you finesse and lose the 
trick to North, who returns a diamond 
that South ruffs. That is the third trick 
for the defense, but also their last. 


Whatever South returns, you score the 
rest of the tricks. 
The finesse guards against South’s 
having some such hand as: 


4AJ9865 VKQ3 4 9 4986 


In that case, going up with the ace 
would cost you the contract because 
the defenders would score two trumps, 
a spade and a club. 
2. It would be wrong to attempt a 
spade finesse because, if it lost, you 
could go down, losing four hearts and a 
spade. The only way to nail down the 
contract is to lead a heart and discard a 
diamond on it. This permits you to cash 
the remaining diamonds later on — 
which you can’t do currently because 
the suit is blocked. 
The first two tricks disclosed that 
North had, at most, five hearts. On the 
recommended method of play you can 
lose four heart tricks, but nothing else.

and trusts and insurers to concentrate 
on certain companies, ignoring the 
shares of others and leaving them 
fearing their ability to raise capital.

beginning, and Paul Kolton, American 
Stock Exchange president, has been 
telling congressmen and regulatory 
officials and institution m anagers that 
they must institute rules of civilized 
competition. 
During

avoiding the specifics so as not 
distract from the principles involved, 
but insisting that his ideas are not just 
suggestions but proposals for action. 
T R A D IN G : 
In stitu tio n s 
must 
develop guidelines for trading, because 
the dem ands they m ake on m arkets are 
often greater than the m arkets can 
supply. 
F or example, when an institution has 
spent 
m onths a c q u irin g a 
larg e 
position, is it reasonable to expect the 
public, the specialists or other block 
traders to absorb the entire position in 
a few minutes or hours? 
T hat’s where the big price swings 
often occur. And so Kolton suggests 
that the institutions consider limiting 
themselves to disposal of only a certain 
amount of stock within a specified time 
period 
VALUING 
PO R TFO LIO S: 
In 
sympathy with commissions in some 
other shirts, Kolton is advising some of 
the players to take a haircut. By this he 
means that institutions should consider 
trimming the stated value of their 
holdings. 
Very often the holder of 2(H),(HH) 
shares in a company prices them 
market value, at the sam e price 
share you see in the newspaper, even 
though it is unlikely they could dispose 
of such large holdings at these prices. 
Kolton suggests, in the interests of 
reality , 
that 
in stitu tio n s 
adopt 
m easures similar to those used by 
exchange examiners when they study 
tin* financial condition of member 
firms. 
“ When our exam iners look at our 
own firm s,” Kolton said, "they might 
decide that if tin* firm had to sell a big 
block held i i i its own nam e they would 
get less than market value. 
“ In that case, a $50 stock might be 
assigned a hypothetical value of $45 or 
$40. And if it is an over-the-counter 
stock, where the m arket is apt to be 
less liquid, the price could in* even 
lower.” 
Wouldn’t it make sense, In* asks, for 
institutions also to take haircuts I lased 
on a criteria that includes tile amount 


of stock in relation to shares out­ 
standing, the amount of public trading, 
and holdings by other institutions? 
DISCLOSURE: 
Some 
institutions, 
mainly mutual funds, currently make 
public their portfolios. If other in­ 
stitutions were to act similarly, this 
fact alone might make them more 
concerned about the way they use the 
markets. 
USE 
OF 
INFORM ATION: 
In­ 
stitutional investors might consider 
establishing clear guidelines, publicly 
articulated, concerning their handling 
of corporate information for trading 
purposes. 
Such guidelines, relating to the kind 
of nonpublic material information that 
might be used as a basis for trading, 
would go a long way toward convincing 
the individual investors that he can 
achieve a fair shake in the market. 
Kolton hopes to obtain voluntary 
action. “ When you can get voluntary 
ag reem en t in stead of go v ern m en t 
action it is more effective and ef­ 
ficient.”

if that isn’t forthcoming he 
suggests that the Securities and E x­ 
change Commission act, “ and if it is 
not in their ambit, then Congress 
should act.”

Runaway Trailer 


To move some household goods to the 
country. Watson hitched up his trailer 
and set out along the highway. But as 
he was climbing a hill the trailer broke 
loose, veered across the center line, 
and slammed into a car coming the 
other way. 
The other driver was seriously in­ 
jured, an in due* course brought suit for 
damages. At the trial, Watson insisted 
that he was not to blame because “ it all 
happened so suddenly.” 
But the evidence showed that the 
trailer hitch had a faulty weld, and that 
the defect had been plainly visible 
before the accident. Result: Watson 
was held liable. 


Anyone who undertakes to haul a 
trailer on the public roads must also 
undertake reasonable precautions. He 
must exercise a degree of care com­ 
mensurate with the size and speed of 
this extra vehicle. 
Furthermore, he must conform to 
the special requirements -such as a 
“ fail safe” set of chains—that may be 
called for by the local traffic code.

Capt. Augusto Ramirez Altamirano, 
a regional inspection chief for the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration, said the 
plane was too far south and not within 
the approach pattern for an instrument 
landing. Its 2,000 to 2,200-foot altitude 
was correct for where it should have 
been, he added. 
At the time of the crash there was a 
heavy cloud cover at about I,(KH) feet. 
Rescuers also found the aircraft’s 
flight recorder, which will reveal to 
investigators the plane’s last moves 
and position when the crash occurred. 
But Ramirez Altamirano said it will 
have to be analyzed before any con­ 
clusion can he drawn about possible 
causes of the disaster. 
The plane left Houston, Tex., earlier 
in the day and stopped in Monterrey, 
where foreign passengers went through 
Mexican immigration and customs It 
was scheduled to fly from Puerto 
Vallarta to Acapulco and Mexico City.

Artist colonies 
set for Greece

ATHENS (AP) — Where the 
raw, untouched beauties of 
Greek 
nature 
— 
rocky 
mountains, pine trees, and the 
blue sea below — are still to be 
found in many parts of the 
country, 
sm all, 
graphic, 
coastal towns are slowly 
growing up and being oc­ 
cupied by artists, intellectuals 
and recluses. 
Following the widespread 
trend toward the sale of the 
numerous, small uninhabited 
Greek islands to both Greek 
and 
foreign 
millionaires, 
increased activity in the sale 
of Greek untamed nature has 
surfaced again. 
And the areas sold are 
scheduled 
to 
gradually 
develope into what can only 
be described as “well-to-do 
artists’ colonies.’’ 
One 
such 
enterprising 
concern catering to the in­ 
terests of the nature lover is 
the 
Artists 
International 
Residence Co. It began with 
the sale of a coastal expanse 
of 250 acres at Marmarion, 
Euboea, Eastern Greece, in 
1970, at the very low price of 
$550 per quarter of an acre. 
By February 1973 the wild, 
untouched, but exotically 
beautiful 
expanse 
was 
in­ 
cluded in a town plan by the 
Ministry of Public 
Works, 
with each acre now valued at 
$6,666 — and still rising. 


THE SECOND expanse only 
recently put on sale is 250 
acres of 422 acres owned by 
the company near the world- 
renowned 
Theater 
of 
Epidaurus, the cradle of 
Ancient Greek tragedy. The 
area is pine-clad — one of the 
greenest 
in 
the 
Greek 
Peloponese — mountainous, 
and includes an untouched 
part of the Saronic coast. 
“Most people who take a 
look and expect to find a 
ready-to-build laid out plot are 
wasting their tim e,” said 
Christos Katsiyannis, director 
of the Artists International 
Residence and a former actor 
himself. 
“But 
the 
mentality 
and 
expectations of the man in the 
street does not concern us,’’ 
he added. “We mostly cater 
and depend on the tastes, 
indeed 
perhaps 
the 
ec­ 
centricities, of the artistic and 
intellectual world.’’ 
The 
director 
said 
he 
estimated it would cost buyers 
another $233-$266 per quarter 
of an acre in Epidaurus, to 
cover electrification, light, 
water, telephone and road 
tarring. 


THE MOST important stage 
then follows — the go-ahead 
from the competent Greek 
Ministry for its inclusion with 
a town plan.

IPornography ruling I 


brings fears of 
I state witch hunts I

Prosecutors and police officials are 
delighted by the Supreme Court’s new 
ruling on obscenity and many say it is 
just what they needed to lower the 
boom on dirty books and movies. 
“ If I operated one of those stores, I d 
close like two minutes ago,’’ Florida 
Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Ray Marky said 
Thursday after hearing of the ruling. “ I 
think they are out of business.’’ 
Similar optimism was voiced by law 
enforcement officials across the nation 
after the high court 
widened 
the 
definition of obscenity and said com 
triunity standards should prevail. 
The new guidelines will permit states 
to ban books, magazines, plays and 
motion pictures that offend local stand­ 
ards, even if they might be approved 
elsewhere. 
Many officials felt the court had 
finally clarified the language of the law 
and they cited the difficulty and ex­ 
pense in the past of applying national 
standards of decency to local cases. 
“ I expect that in the immediate 
future local communities can deter­ 
mine for themselves what will and 
what will not be tolerated in the nature 
of explicit sexual material,’’ said Larry 
Salmon, Floyd County district attorney 
and chairman of the criminal law 
section of the state bar of Georgia. 
Arkansas Atty. (Jen. Jim (Juy Tucker 
concurred. 
“ What correlation is there between a 
block in the center of New York City 
and Bald Knob, Ark.?’’ he asked.

However, the 5 4 decision met with 
sharp criticism from civil libertarians, 
book and magazine publishers, movie 
theater and book store owners and pa­ 
trons of the pornographic arts. 
“ That’s no victory for civil liber­ 
ties,’’ said Melvin Wulf, legal director 
of the American Civil Liberties Union. 
“ That’s a serious setback for freedom 
of speech and of the press.” 
Jack Frantz, executive chairman of 
the National Book Committee, said his 
group has always argued that com­ 
munity standards meant the American 
community at large. 
“ It s absurd on its face that a book is 
deemed obscene, say, in Binghamton, 
N Y., and not in Carmel, Calif. It’s 
patently unfair to the reader.” Frantz 
said. 
Tom Ferrell, managing editor of 
Esquire magazine, responded, “ I think 
for a national publication, it’s kind of 
scary. If it means that there are going 
to be 50 laws governing obscenity, 
rather than one, it’s going to be very 
troublesome for everyone.” 
In Chicago, a spokesman for Charles 
U*vy Circulating Co., which distributes 
Playboy, Penthouse* and similar maga­ 
zines, said the company does not 
consider them “ pornographic in any 
way, shape or form” and he foresaw no 
problems with the new law. 
Ralph G. Haddun, 76, owner of an 
adult movie theater in Charlotte, N C., 
criticized the decision. 
“ We don’t make ‘em come in here. 
We don’t go out with a shotgun. Ifs 
supposed to be a free country,” he said. 
After the ruling was announced 
Thursday, Stanley Marks, operator of 
three adult book stores in Cincinnati, 
Closed his shops and hung out signs. 
The signs said the shops will remain 
closed until “ we learn how to interpret 
the decision.” They added, “ Thanks for 
your loyalty.” 
Columbus 
Prosecutor 
Daniel 
Johnson hailed the high court ruling as 
“ the greatest thing in the world.” 
Johnson added, “ The average juror 
drawn from registered voters has a 
good understanding of what this 
community would tolerate and the lim 
its placed on this standard. 
"Columbus is in the Midwest and has 
a middle-of-the road 
viewpoint 
in 
regard to obscenity. We’re not ultra­ 
liberal, hut we’re not bedrock con­ 
servative either.” 
He said the past practice of applying 
national standards to the local com 
mumty has been cumbersome and 
expensive because it involves bringing 
in witnesses who have lived and studied 
nationally 
Hamilton County Prosecutor Simon 
Leis Jr. said, “ the problem with the 
former rules were that the people 
sitting in judgment (the courts) were 
judging by national standards. They 
couldn’t understand that there were 
local standards.” 
He said he was very pleased with the 
high court’s ruling. 
Cincinnati attorney Allen 
Brown, 
who has defended adult book stores in 
court, called the decision “ repression 
meaning the American people cannot 
read what they want. 


“ This means if you are going to 
distribute a book or movie in the United 
State, you have better do it for the little 
old lady in Dubuque.” 


Benson Wolman, executive director 
of the Ohio chapter of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, said the ruling 
will permit local government prose­ 
cutors to have a field day taking ac­ 
cused pornographers to court. 


But 
Wolman said 
the ACLU 
in 
Columbus will “ seek to assure new 
local standards are belter than those of 
the Supreme Court.”

From that point on the district 
Much of the success of Mac Tools, 
Inc., has been attributed to its method 
of marketing: from manufacturer, to 
distributor, to actual consumer. TTiis 
sytem has been used by the company 
throughout its 35-year history. 
About 85 per cent of the company’s 
production is devoted to hand tools for 
the autom otive

m arket” 
meaning the repair and servicing of 
automobiles and trucks. 
Over 850 distributors are on the road 
calling on the consumers; service 
stations, mechanics and body shops. 
The 
distributors 
can 
be 
seen 
throughout the 50 states and Canada 
with their yellow vans with the red and 
white Mac Tools emblem. 
A distributor becomes an 
in­ 
dependent businessman and operates 
under the policies formed by the 
company. 
Mac Tools’ president. Paul VV Elrod, 
began 
his tool business career as a 
distributor, using the trunk of his 
automobile as a display area. 
Today, the distributor virtually has a 
store on wheels. Many of the com­ 
pany’s 8,000 products are neatly 
displayed in bins, on racks and on 
carpeted shelves in the van. 
The sales department is headed by 
Thomas R. Sizer, of Wilmington, who 
serves as vice president of sales and 
assistant general 
manager. F.

Kibbey, who joined Mac Tools about 
three years ago, is the assistant sales 
manager. 
Sizer and Kibbey coordinate sales 
policies and assist the 50 district sales 
m anager.

Help the children stay safe this summer

What to do about roaming children 
come summer? 
In addition to all the dangers lurking 
about when children are footloose, 
their freedom is likely to be a hap­ 
pening for neighbors. 
The idea got a workout at a recent 
neighborhood kaffeeklatsch. 
One woman insisted she isn’t an- 
tichildren even though she is not a 
mother, but she considers children as 
big a problem in packs as dogs are. And 
why should she keep her big, obedient 
companion, Fido, penned in the house 
all day because he might knock down 
and hurt some uninvited little guest in 
H IS backyard? 
Good question that only the mother of 
the little toddler might answer, maybe. 
But the ladies gave it a try as they 
listened to her complaints. 
IN A D D IT IO N to making the dog 
bark 
incessantly, children trample 
herbs and other plantings, she con 
tinued. And anything on the property 
not nailed down is picked up just 
because it is there. 
She saw one child pick up a fireplace 
tool she had used at the outdoor bar 
beetle, and nonchalantly toss it into her 
neighbor’s yard as he walked up the 
road. 
Why? He was probably equating the 
tool with a stick, she remarked. 
She had complained to three mothers 
about their children and passed on 
their answers to the coffee group 
One had asked, “How can you tell a 6- 
year-old 
not 
to go on someone’s 
property?” Another said, “You have 
my permission to chase him any time.” 
And a third replied, "You don’t 
understand children because you don’t 
have any . . . ” 
The ladies agreed that this is passing 
the buck, irresponsible-mother style. 
IN FACT they decided that if dog 
wardens caution and fine people for 
letting dogs roam, similar measures 
should be applied to parents of children 
who are perennial nuisances 
More important, innocent people are 
often hurt when a child is hurt. Owners 
are punished if a dog nips a child 
Drivers are often blamed if a child 
strays into the path of a car 
And if a child drowns in a backyard 
swimming pool, the owner is left with 
the horrible memory for the rest of his 
life. 


Everyone agreed you can't control a 
small child all the time He might 
forget instructions. Ile might chase a 
ball or fly a kite or an airplane and 
wind up on another’s property. 


“But some women turn their children 
out of the house every morning as they 
do their dogs and cats,” said one 
mother of four. 


“They have no idea where they are 
going and they don’t seem to care 
as 
long as they are out of their hair. And 


when these kids grow up, they are still 
problems . . .” 


TD K W O M EN recalled a family who 
had always insisted they had “moved 
to the country to enjoy” and why 
shouldn’t their children move about as 
they pleased? They are now teenagers 
and still challenging homeowners. 
Two have been arrested for defacing 
property 
one put graffiti over a 
garage and the other chopped down a 
valuable tree. They felt they'd be 


backed by their parents, but the law 
took over. 
Summer is fraught with inherent 
dangers to unwary young people, a 
good enough reason to keep tabs on 
them, the group observed. In addition 
to the child molester there are the 
backyard 
sw im m ing 
pool 
. . . 
automobiles . . . . lawn mowers. 
One woman was appalled when she 
saw a barefooted youngster in her 
backyard fiddling with a lawn mower 
that she had left with motor running 


while she dashed into the house to treat 
a bee sting. Goodbye toes and fingers, 
she thought as she raced back in panic. 
The group didn t limit their con­ 
versation to criticism - they had some 


constructive suggestions mainly based 
on methods used to control their own 
youngsters.

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Inflation doesn't respect geography, survey Indicates 
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"

LONDON (AP) — It may be small 
comfort to Americans, but their in­ 
flation problems could be worse. They 
are in much of Western Europe. 
Wage and price controls are not 
working well on this side of the 
Atlantic, an Associated Press survey 
shows. Often the controls have been 
less successful in Europe than in the 
United States. 
The rate of inflation is still worse in 
Britain, France. Spain, Italy, Denmark 
and Finland than in America. 


In 
Britain, 
for example, 
Prime 
Minister Edward Heath’s government 
followed the Nixon lead last November 
and introduced the nation's toughest 
wage 
and 
price 
controls 
in 
its 
peacetime history. Inflation then was 
running at 9 per cent a year. It is still 
running now at 9.2 per cent a year. 
Worse still, food prices have been 
rising faster in Britain under the 
controls than they were before. Last 
year food prices were rising at a rate of 
3,4 per cent annually, This year they 
are rising at about 15 per cent a year. 
Britain may be a spacial case. Much 


of the food price boost was caused by 
the nation’s entry into the European 
Common Market on Jan. I. Also, in this 
trading nation, imported food and raw 
materials are exempt from the price 
controls. And Britain must import 51 
per cent of its food and raw materials. 
But the pattern is not much different 
in other countries which don’t have 
Britain's special problems. 
In France, the controls are volun 
tary. The government has recom­ 
mended a limit of 7 per cent a year on 
wage raises. 
But even 
Finance 
Minister \ aiery discard d’Estaing 
The Community 


admits wages are now rising at a rate 
of 12 per cent annually. 
Some countries have rejected wage 
and price controls as unworkable or as 
politically unacceptable. Spain and 
Italy are examples. In both nations in­ 
flation is now a worse problem. 
In Italy the annual rate of inflation is 
nearly 14 per cent, up from R per cent 
last year. In Spain it is about 12 per 
cent, up from 8.7 per cent. 
Belgium has compulsory price 
controls, yet inflation there is the 
country’s worst since the Korean War, 
rising at about 8 per cent a year.

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U.S. industry plans big outlay 


N EW ^O RK (A P) — U.S. industry 
will spend $3.16 billion to improve on- 
the-job health and safety in 1973, 26 per 
cent more than in 1972, McGraw-Hill 
Publications Co. reports. 
According to its first health and 
safety spending survey, the company 
also noted that preliminary plans for 
1976 call for $3.56 billion to be spent in 
this area. 
Business investment 
for employe 
health and safety in 1972 totaled $2.5 
billion, or 2.5 per cent of all capital 


investment. This will rise to 3 per cent 
of total capital spending in 1973 and 
continue at that level through 1976.

N ew chem ical turbine seen 
threat to present engines 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) 
A 
Dallas man has invented a chemical 
turbine which he believes could replace 
the internal combustion engine and at 
the same time solve the problem of 
auto 
pollution. 
Some 
engineers, 
however, are skeptical. 
The turbine uses 
oxygen and 
hydrogen two of the most abundant 
chemicals in the world to produce a

superheated steam that the inventor, 
W. W Gray, believes could run tur­ 
bines or send cars speeding down the 
highway. 
Gray and his chief engineer, Dr. 
Gerald Wyatt, however, admit that 
most of the information on the system’s 
potential is theoretical. A prototype, 
they said, has been run briefly on only 
one occasion, and even then it was not 
attached to a device to produce any 
measureable horsepower. 
The Dallas men showed a film and 
slides on their engine Monday at an 
engineering seminar here, and experts 
attending expressed skepticism about 
the potential for the engine. 


“ It s very early in the development 
for them to be talking about it,” said 
Dr. R. L. Savage of Ohio University. 


“ Wed need more information with 
some performance data. They’ve got a 
hell of a lot of work to do yet. They 
should come back in six months and tell 
US what they’ve done.” 
This, he said, is the reason “ most of 
us were rather skeptical,” about the 
new engine.

It has bren 35 years of progress for 
Mac Tools, Inc., one of the newest 
industries in Washington C H ., and 
more progress is planned for the future 
as plans are under way to double the 
capital outlay for additional production 
capacity. 
The firm, with headquarters here 
and another plant 
in Sabina plus 
a sso c ia te 
firm s 
in 
M edina 
and 
Tallmadge, began operation in 1938 in a 
rented garage in Sabina. 
First known as Mechanics’ Tool and 
Forge Co., the corporation was formed 
July ll, 1938, by R. W. McPherson, H. 
E Pendry and O. N. Tucker. Other 
shareholders in the original firm were 
R. E. Cantril!, II. W. Harcum. G. W. 
Martin and L. R. Lyons. The first of­ 
ficers of the firm were McPherson, 
president; 
Tucker, 
secretary, 
and 


M artin, tre a s u re r . M anufacturing 
began in October, 1938. with two em ­ 
ployes, the president and secretary as 
the labor force. 
The first production, capitalized on 
$5,100 for purchase of machinery and 
equipment, 
was 
marketed through 
Mac-Huff Tool Co., also of Sabina, 
which added the line of three box 
wrenches to their own line of punches, 
chisels and screw drivers. 
The Mac-Huff firm was damaged by 
fire in 1940, and Mechanics’ Tool and 
Forge Co. purchased the salvageable 
Mac-Huff tools and added Mac-Huff’s 
sales force, including G.E. Waddell 
who later became president of Mac 
Tools, to its organization. The Mac- 
Huff firm was acquired by Mac Tools 
about four years ago. 
It was Waddell who set the stage for 


the growth of Mac Tools. He was one of 
the pioneers in sales organization. Paul 
W. Elrod, c u rre n t p resid en t and 
general m a n a g e r of 
Mac Tools, 
referred to Mr. Waddell a4- 
"Mr 
Marketing and Mr Sales.” "It was Mr. 
Waddell who really built the sales 
force,” Elrod said 
The firm received a boost in 1942 
when it received a military contract to 
produce 72,000 special wrenches for the 
U.S. Air Force. The proceeds from the 
military order allowed the company to 
purchase the garage in which 
its 
equipment was located, and later that 
year begin construction of a new 
building to house the company. The 
com pany’s first catalog was also issued 
in 1942. 
A second corporation, Clinton Tool 
Co., was formed in 1944 to manufacture 


sockets. Poth firms occupied the same 
buildings 
and 
had 
the 
sam e 
stockholders. Mac Tools and the 
Clinton Tool Co. 
merged 
into one 
corporation in 1963. 
A third firm. Mac Allied Tools Corp., 
was formed in HMG to m anufacture or 
acquire and distribute the items in the 
Mac Tools 
line which 
were not 
manufactured by the parent firm. Mac 
Allied is located in Tallmadge. 
Although 
the 
products 
w ere 
marketed as Mac Tools, the firm 
carried the Mechanics* name until 1961 
when the name of Mechanics’ Tool & 
Forge Co. was officially changed to 
Mac Tools, Inc. 
New offices and a stockroom were 
constructed in 1963 in Sabina. 
In May, 1972, the firm acquired the 
buildings in Washington C H. formerly 
occupied by National Cash Register Co. 
Work began immediately to adapt the 
Washington CH. 
buildings to 
Mac 
Tools* operation Manufacturing began 
here in August, 1972, and the offices, 
finished goods and shipping depart­ 
ment were moved from Sabina last 
month.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two fighter 
pilots have been formally accused of 
misconduct for actions during their 
years in North Vietnamese prisoner of 
war camps. Pentagon sources have 
disclosed. 
They are the first officers to face 
such charges, which were brought by 
Rear Adm. Jam es V. Stockdale, of 
Coronado, Calif. Stockdale, a captain 
as a POW, was promoted after he 
returned home. 
The two men are Navy Capt. Walter 
E. Wilber, 43, of Columbia Cross 
Roads. Pa., and Marine Ut. Col. Edison 
Wainright Miller. 41, of Tustin, Calif. 
Wilber was the executive officer of a 
squadron of Phantom F4 fighter planes 
when he was shot down over North 
Vietnam June IG, 1968. 
Miller’s Marine F4 Phantom went 
down over North Vietnam Oct. 13. 1967. 
The sources said Thursday that 
Stockdale mailed the formal charges to 
Navy Secretary John Warner. Details 
of Stockdale’s accusations were not 
available. 
On May 29, eight enlisted men were 
formally charged by Air Force Col. 
Theodore Guy of misconduct during 
their years of imprisonment. 
The eight men, all foot soldiers 
captured 
in 
South 
Vietnam, 
have 
denied any improper activities. 
Under a policy set out bv former 
Secretary of Defense Melvin IU Laird, 
the Pentagon is making no formal 
charges against any of the 566 returned 
POWS. The accusations by Guy and 
Stockdale 
are 
made as 
individual 
servicemen charging other individual 
servicemen under tile military code of 
justice. 
Both Guy and S tockdale were 
provided with military lawyers who 
helped draw up the* legal 
papers, 
sources said. Officially, Pentagon 
spokesmen 
say 
they 
have 
neither 
discouraged nor enco u rag ed any 
serviceman to take action against any 
former POW. 
Wilber has acknowledged making 
antiwar statements while in captivity. 
“ I found out when I had time to think 
about myself, where I was, what we 
were doing, I found out that my con­ 
science bothered me,” he said in a 
recent interview. 
A Navy man since 1948, Wilber is 
married and has three sons and a 
daughter. Miller, a Marine since 1949, 
is also m arried and has five sons. 


Longest space journey 
Skylab crew 
safely home 


ABOARD 
USS 
TICONDEROGA 
(AP) 
Sky lab s astronauts came 
safely home from m an’s longest space 
journey today, splashing down with 
pinpoint precision in the Pacific Ocean 
after 28 days and ll million miles in 
orbit. 
Just 39 minutes after touchdown, 
Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz were hoisted 
onto the deck of this recovery carrier, 
still inside their Apollo ferry ship 
“We’re all 
in good 
shape 
Ev­ 
erything's OK,” commander Conrad 
radioed as the spacecraft descended 
through the clouds and landed within 
view of USS Ticonderoga, just 6 ‘ 2 miles 
away. That indicated the astronauts 
had suffered 
no adverse 
physical 
reactions 
on 
returning 
to 
earth ’s 
gravity after a record four weeks’ 
exposure to space weightlessness. 
Fen minutes later they climbed 
through the hatch, smiled and waved 


as the ship’s band played “ Anchors 
Aweigh for the all-Navy Skylab crew. 
They walked unsteadily toward a 
mobile medical laboratory, showing 
some effects from the four weeks’ 
exposure to weightlessness. 
How well Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz 
fared in the weightless world will play 
a major role in determining if man can 
function efficiently in future long- 
duration flights. The first of the two 56- 
day Skylab missions is scheduled for 
launch July 27. 
The astronauts almost were held 
over in orbit today to try to repair a 
refrigeration problem in their space 
station. But Mission Control decided 
there was nothing the astronauts could 
do and told them to come home. 
Ten 
m inutes 
behind 
schedule, 
Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz undocked 
their Apollo ferry ship and executed a

Moscow summit 
slated for 1974 


Cash flow eyed 
by budget panel 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
President 
Nixon and Soviet leader Leonid I 
Brezhnev have reached agreement on 
a broadly worded declaration vowing 
to avoid nuclear war and plan to sign 
the summit document later today, 
sources said. 
The White House said that a midday 
signing ceremony would he held in the 
East Room. But spokesmen refused lo 
disclose what would be signed 
other sources reported, however, 
that the document was a declaration of 
int(*nt to reduce the risk of nuclear 
devastation. 
The agreement was reached as the 
two leaders looked ahead to a reunion 
summit in Moscow in 1974 
the target 
date for formally limiting the awesome 
atomic arsenals of the two countries. 
Although the surprise1 compact was 
cloaked in unusual secrecy, Nixon 
himself made a reference to the signing 
ceremony Thursday night 
“ PII see you at 12:30 tomorrow at the 
signing,” Nixon reminded Brezhnev 
just before midnight as he left the 
Soviet Embassy after a banquet of 
caviar, borsch, Russian beef and fish,

commission to implement a lottery. 
Proceeds would go into the general 
fund. 


Rep. Joseph P. Tulley, R-59 Mentor 
introduced a bill that would also create 
a five-member commission to im­ 
plement a lottery but would send 
proceeds back to the counties for 
property tax relief. 


The House approved 72-10 a bill to 
require slow moving vehicle insignias 
on animal drawn vehicles. It is aimed 
at curbing the accident rate in the 
Amish area of northeastern Ohio. 


The insignias are now required for 
tractors and other slow equipment. The 
bill now goes to the Senate. 


The House approved 81-2 and sent to 
the Senate a bill extending from five to 
ten years the maximum time to levy 
taxes for support of children’s services 
by counties. 


The Senate approved 30-0 a bill that 
would allow the state to build facilities 
for non-profit private mental retar­ 
dation institutions. It now goes to the 
Senate. 
The Senate, by an identical vote, 
passed a bill that requires a record of 
time spent in jail awaiting trial to 
accompany a felon admitted to a state 
penal institution. 


Government eases 
dividend curbs 


VV ASHING ION (A P) — In a move 
apparently aimed at the sagging stock 
market, the Nixon administration has 
eased its voluntary guidelines holding 
dividend increases to 4 per cent a year. 
The Committee on 
Interest and 
Dividends Thursday gave corporations 
a choice of holding to the 4 per cent 
guideline or using a more complicated 
formula. The complex alternative 
permits dividends to 
rise by 
the 
average increase between 1968 to 1970. 
The com m ittee’s chairm an, Dr. 
Arthur F. Burns, head of the Federal 
Reserve Board, said the new guidelines 
“ will make it possible for many cor­ 
porations to increase their dividend 
payments significantly this year and to 
a still greater degree next year.” 
Burns said the move would be of 
particular benefit to the elderly and to 
widows dependent on dividend income. 
But the decision also was directed at 
the stock market, which has failed to 
respond favorably to President Nixon’s 
new 60-day freeze on prices. 
When a report circulated a few weeks 
ago that the committee was con­ 
sidering changing the guidelines, the 
stock market moved up strongly. It 
dropped after the administration said 
the proposal to ease* the guidelines had 
been put back on the shelf. 
Sources said the latest move was 
aimed more at the stock market than 
anything else. 
The committee, an adjunct of the 
Cost of Living Council, said it was 
guided by considerations of equity, 
saying that the previous guidelines had 
limited dividend increases by some 
companies to unusually low levels in 
comparison with earnings.

The 42,000-ton Ticonderoga quickly 
steamed alongside the three-ton Apollo 
and tossed a line to frogmen in the 
water. A crane then lifted the craft and 
the astronauts to an elevator for a ride 
to the hangar deck. 
Hundreds of white-clad sailors on 
deck and millions watching television 
around the world again had a ringside 
seat to a U.S. man-in-space landing as 
the Apollo craft floated down through 
low-hanging clouds and dangling under 
three 
huge 
orange 
and 
white 
parachutes. 
“ Everyon e’s 
in

shape,’’ 
Conrad said as the spacecraft bobbed 
on the water awaiting pickup. Frogmen 
immediately leaped from helicopters 
to secure the spacecraft with flotation 
collars. 
The Ticonderoga 
reported 
the 
astronauts had landed 6 V2 miles from 
the ship and that the ship was 6V2 miles 
from the target point, indicating a 
perfect touchdown. 
The Ticonderoga steamed to pick up 
the Apollo capsule with the astronauts 
still inside, in contrast to most earlier 
U.S. flights when the spacemen were 
lifted to the carrier by helicopter.

While out of radio contact, at 9:11 
am ., the astronauts conducted the 
critical retrorocket burn that slowed 
their 17,100 mile-an-hour speed by 130 
miles, allowing earth’s gravity to tug 
the spacecraft out of orbit and start the 
long glide through the atmosphere to 
the eastern Pacific.

Dean III should be listened to when he 
appears before the panel. Dean, who 
has said he discussed Watergate and a 
possible coverup with President Nixon, 
will be the lead-off witness when the 
hearings resume next week. 
“ I think there is a great deal of 
credibility to a story that he is going to 
go ahead and tell, and I think the 
committee owes it to him to enable him 
to tell that story in full view of the 
public,” Weicker said on a Public 
Television show, “ Evening Edition.”

“ Is his testimony credible? I think it 
is. “ Nobody’s attributing 100-per-cent 
credibility to him or any other witness, 
but he’s got the guts to stand out there 
and that’s no small thing when you 
were in his position and had all the 
pressures that obviously must have 
existed on this young man at the time to 
decide that you’re going to step for­ 
ward and tell the story to the American 
people.” 
Weicker was the sole opponent of the

The measure, which now goes before 
the House where similar legislation is 
under study, was substantially un­ 
changed from the version approved by 
the Senate Interior Committee. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
chairman of the Interior Committee,’ 
argued for passage on grounds that 
nationwide planning is essential to 
protect America’s natural resources. 


The measure would authorize, over 
an eight-year period, $1 billion for land- 
use planning and $66 million for ad­ 
ministration, research and training. 


States would receive $920 million for 
developing state and regional plans 
and $80 million would go for Indian 
tribal plans. 


The plans would 
follow 
federal 
guidelines aimed at preserving such 
areas of critical environmental con­ 
cern as beaches, jetports, shorelines 
and 
highway 
interchanges. 
The 
guidelines would be under Interior 
Department supervision. 


A House Interior subcommittee has 
completed hearings on land-use- 
planning bills and is expected to con­ 
sider the proposals in mid-July. 


Among the bills before the House 
subcommittee is an Administration 
proposal calling for sanctions against 
noncooperative states, and smaller 
grants than 
those 
in 
the 
Senate 
measure.

THE HAGUE 
(AP) — The In­ 
ternational Court of Justice called on 
France today to refrain from nuclear 
testing in the South Pacific pending a 
final decision on the legality of the test 
series.

After meeting with President Hector 
J. Campora Thursday night, Peron 
chastised militants “ who try to in­ 
filtrate the popular ranks’’ and 
cautioned, “ We are not in condition to 
continue destroying ourselves.’’ 
“ We face a destiny pregnant with 
pitfalls and danger,” Peron said in a 
nationally televised address. 
He 
warned against “ those who think that 
they can capture our movement ...” 
The 77-year-old former dictator 
spoke only a day after 20 persons were 
killed and more than 400 wounded when 
shooting broke out among 2 million 
persons who had gathered to see Peron 
return from Madrid. 
Peron blamed leftist infiltrators for 
the violence and government sources 
said the split within the movement 
could result in a reorganization of the 
new Peronist government of Pr esident 
Hector J. Campora. 
Both radical and moderate elements 
of the Peronist movement united last 
March and elected Campora president 
after he had been picked to run by 
Peron.

Another View 


Both in the spotlight 


Thus far there has been sur­ 
prisingly little indication of partisan 
tensions among members of the 
Senate committee investigating the 
Watergate affair 
and 
related 
matters. 


A few rather gentle sparks did fly 
after the chairman, Sen. Sam Ervin, 
bore 
down 
heavily 
on 
the 
Republicans’ alleged practice of 
converting large campaign gifts to 
cash to “ circumvent” the gift tax. 


The committee’s Republican vice 
chairman, Sen. Howard H. Baker 
Jr., promptly urged a sort of even- 
Stephen inquiry into the matter. “ If 
we are going into this,” he said, “ I 


suggest the committee subpoena th** 
records of the Democratic National 
Committee and all candidates of 
either major party for a reasonable 
period up to April 7 (the date in 1972 
when the disclosure requirement 
changed) in order to study this.” 
Ervin as promptly agreed to this, 
observing that he would sign a 
subpoena 
to command 
the 
ap­ 
pearance of any witness requested 
by any member of the committee. 
That, to mix metaphors, diluted 
whatever racy partisan flavor might 
have developed at the hearings. 
Baker is quite right in proposing 
that if one party is to be called into 
question for the deceptive practice 


of breaking down big contributions 
into a number of smaller ones, both 
parties should be held accountable. 
It appears that this will be done, 
and Democratic National Chairman 
Robert L. Strauss has already said 
that he welcomes inspection of his 
party’s financial records. 


The prospect of an inquiry into 
this is heartening. Both parties have 
to some extent 
been guilty of 
obeying the letter of the law while 
ignoring its spirit. 


Spotlighting this at the committee 
hearings may sufficiently arouse the 
public to discourage such practices 
in the future.

Massachusetts may be redistricted 


BOSTON — The forces of reform, led 
by the League of Women Voters, have 
just won a noble victory — or so they 
believe. After about five years of 
agitation 
and 
pressure 
plus 
a 
referendum, the Great and General 
Court — our legislature — has voted to 
decrease the size of the lower house 
from 240 members to 160. 
This 
will 
go 
on the ballot 
in 
November for final approval, and one 
can predict that it will pass over­ 
whelmingly. However, before you 
cheer too loudly for the enlightened 
Massachusetts electorate, it is worth 
noting the suspicion that a referendum 
entirely to abolish the Great and 
General Court would probably receive 
public endorsement. 
The League of Women Voters has 
argued persuasively that a small house 
will be much more efficient. Possibly 
this is true, though I doubt it. The 
“ inefficiency” of the legislature has 
not been a function of its size, but of the 
chaotic state of Massachusetts politics. 
The New York State Legislature, for 
example, is roughly the same size as 
ours, but Gov. Nelson Rockefeller runs 
it like a Marine boot camp. 
MASSACHUSETTS simply has no 
organized political parties. Every time 
an election looms up, the clans gather 
and coalitions form only to vanish the 
day after election. As the 1972 election 
amply demonstiated, there are no 
coattails and the notion that the 
Kennedys controlled the Democrats 
was nonsense (as they were aware) — 
their strength was and still is limited to 
a 
veto 
power. 
They 
can’t 
elect 
anybody, but they can block an un­ 
desirable nominee. 
At any rate the League is jubilant 
and in political terms it has a right to 
be. To get a legislature to purge itself is 
quite a trick. But there is a joker in the 
deck which the League simply refuses 
to recognize. 
Assuming for purposes of discussion 
that the League is right in suggesting 
that the smaller body will be more 
efficient, it is equally true that it will be 
less representative. In concrete terms, 
the state will be carved into 160 house 
districts rather than 240. Does anyone 
want to put any money on who will bet 
the axe? 
In our legislature we have some of 
the best map manipulators in the 
business. Just recently, for example, 
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they put on a display that should have 
made national news. It began when the 
blacks, backed by the liberals, in­ 
dicated their desire for a seat in the 
lily-white state Senate. 
Among the strong supporters of this 
move — as of other egalitarian causes 
— were the Boston Jewish community 
and Jewish members of the General 
Court. So, chuckling with glee, the 
map-makers retired to their basement 
room and returned with a redistricting 
plan for the Senate which put the black 
sections in the same senatorial district 
as predominantly Jewish Brookline! 
“ I/et the Jews and blacks fight it 
out!” 
observed 
one 
cheerful 
lawmaker. This, however, was a little 
too much and, as of this writing, the 
map-makers are back at their board. 


TUP] POINT that the League stub­ 
bornly refused to acknowledge is that 


the map-makers will be a noble group 
of senior legislators who will devote 
themselves to preserving their ilk. The 
black caucus in the House, which has 
five members, blew the whistle im­ 
mediately. They figure that the new 
map will dispose of at least three ol 
their company and they don’t eliminate 
the possibility that four could be 
mapped out. 
Other groups, the Armenians in 
particular, feel the same way: a friend 
of mine from that community observed 
sourly that the new house would con­ 
tain 80 Irish, 79 Italians, and one black, 
but that fortunately many Irish and 
Italians had Armenian wives. 
Well, wondrous are the ways of 
reform. My guess is that the League of 
Women Voters will live to regret its 
abstract commitment to efficiency 
when it sees how the old pols carve up 
that new map. 


Connally seeks graceful 


way to bow out

WASHINGTON (AP) — John Con- 
nally’s first mission as a Republican 
isn t working out the way he had hoped 
and he apparently is finding it difficult 
to bow out gracefully. 
Consequently, the political future of 
the most prominent Democrat-turned 
Republican may be not good. 
On May I, when President Nixon 
announced that the former chairman of 
Democrats for Nixon was becoming a 
parttime White House advisor, Con­ 
nally appeared to have come up with 
the ideal situation. 
He could both establish himself as a 
credible Republican by aiding his party 
in its hour of need, and on the other 
hand, by not taking a more formal job 
with a title, he didn’t get close enough 
to be tainted by Watergate. 
But while denying 
a 
string of 
published reports that the job has 
turned sour for him, Connally said he 
hoped his news conference Wednesday 
would get the message to Nixon “ that I 
hope we get through by the middle of 
the summer.” 
“ He obviously wants to disassociate 
himself from the administration,” one 
associate said. “ He wants to put as 
much water between him and the 
President as possible.” 
Among the reports that have been 
leaking out about Connally are that he 
is at odds with White House Press 
Secretary Ronald Ziegler, 
who he 
reportedly thinks should quit, and has 
called the White House operation “ a 
screwed up mess.” 
Rumblings too frequent, too forceful 
and too authoritative to be ignored 
despite public disclaimers say Con­ 
nally feels frustrated and stifled, 
ignored and under utilized. 
Connally also is reported to have 
given Nixon some unwelcome advice 
about Watergate, which has cooled the 
once warm relations between the two. 
Other reports say he seldom gets to see 
Nixon privately and does not have the 
punch he did formerly as Secretary of 
the Treasury, which he held as a 
Democrat during Nixon’s first term.

that Connally works out of a hotel suite 
instead of an assigned office in the 
Executive Office Building and has been 
given no staff. 
The job also has not produced the 
limelight that an aspiring politician 
needs. As a private advisor rather than 
the administration spokesman he was 
as a Cabinet member, Connally has 
gotten little or no publicity. 
But Connally cannot afford the ap­ 
pearance of abandoning ship at this 
point, of having failed or chickened out 
of his mission as savior to an embattled 
president and healer to the party. 
And Nixon equally as much does not 
need the embarrassment of having 
John Connally, who he is reported to 
have predicted will be the 1976 GOP 
presidential nominee, quit in a huff. 
So, Wednesday, with Deputy Press 
Secretary Gerald Warren at his elbow, 
Connally said all the right things, 
denying all the published rumors—and 
then demolished the whole effort with 
several of his witticisms.

The tactics are mostly new, often 
controversial. 
Both Protestant and Roman Catholic 
leaders have sided with Cesar Chavez’s 
United Farm Workers union in its ef­ 
forts to represent California grape 
workers, and a growing lineup of 
bishops are backing demands of 
strikers at an E l Paso clothing plant for 
collective bargaining rights. 
In both cases, the workers are mostly 
Mexican-Americans. 


Although major religious bodies for 
years have voiced general support for 
principles of labor organizing rights, 
they usually haven’t become directly 
involved in specific labor conflicts, as 
they now are doing. 


But in “ crisis situations,” the con­ 
frontation method often is the “ best 
way of delivering the message of 
Jesus,’ 
says 
the 
Rev. 
Dennis 
J. 
Geaney, a Chicago priest-educator, 
after a stint on a picket line outside a 
supermarket, demanding it sell only 
UFW-picked grapes. 


On the basis of a three-month inquiry 
by a special commission, the executive 
committee of the National Council of 
Churches also threw its support to 
Chavez’ UFW , a stand taken previously 
by a U.S. Roman Catholic bishops’ 
committee. 
When its chairman, Bishop Joseph 
Donnelly, of Hartford, Conn., recently 
visited pickets at grape ranches in 
California’s Coachella Valley, praying 
with them and blessing them, he was 
taunted by ranch guards. 
“ Go back to your churches!” some 
yelled. “ Quit putting your nose in our

June 
is Dairy 
Month - drink milk 


June is the month when the dairy 
industry focuses attention on its many 
products through advertising. It’s a 
good thing, too. Surveys conducted by 
the 
United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture show that in the spring and 
summer months, there is an increase in 
the number of diets in our country 
which are deficient in calcium; and 
milk is an excellent source of this 
. important nutrient. 
Why do we have this summertime 
d eficiency of calcium , expecially 
among children? Part of the reason is 
that they are not drinking the same 
amount of milk they drink during the 
school year as a part of the school lunch 
program. With the coming of warm 
weather, it is so easy to slip into the 
habit of drinking iced drinks and 
neglecting milk. This is also true for 
adults. L e t’s remember that we never 
grow too old to need milk. 
Just how much milk do we need each 
day? Children under 9 need 2 - 3 cups, 
and children 9 to 12 need 3 or more. 
Teenagers need 4 cups or more, while 
adults need at least 2 cups. 
Milk does not necessarily have to be 
served in a glass. Milk can be used in 
cream soups, sauces, 
puddings, 
in 
baked goods, and on cereal. Cheese and 
ice cream are also good sources of 
milk. If our families drink 2 per cent 
milk or skim milk, the calcium content 
is still the same — only the amount of 
fat has been changed. 
Here is a recipe that is especially 
timely, since in addition to milk and ice 
cream, it also contains strawberries. 
Why not plan to prepare this for a 
meeting sometime soon? The recipe 
can be reduced down easily for a 
fam ily size amount also. 
S T R A W B E R R Y M IL K PU N C H 
Mix: 6 cups mashed strawberries; I 
to 2 cups sugar, according to taste; 
dash salt 
Add: 4 quarts cold milk; 2 quarts 
softened strawberry 
ice cream ; 
2 
quarts softened mint ice cream 
Method: Stir to mix well, and serve. 
Makes about 24 servings of average 
size. (Vanilla ice cream may be sub­ 
stituted for the mint if desired).

Leader Anthony O. Calabrese, D-22

For the second time in two years, 
Gilligan and his Democratic leader in 
the Senate— who, incidentally, was not 
the governor’s choice —have tangled 
over the budget. 
After the latest showdown, Calabrese 
and two of his followers voted with 
Republicans to pass the GOP version of 
the budget for the next two years. 
Calabrese freed the Democrats to 
“ vote your conscience.”

It is astonishing how careless many 
people are about the protection of their 


In the young, when the blood supply 
is active, the problems are not nearly 
so severe as they are in the elderly 
When arteriosclerotic changes begin in 
the arteries of the legs and the feet, 
particular care is imperative. 
When the blood vessels are normal 
and do not have calcium plaques within 
them, they are elastic and bring blood 
andI oxygen to the tiniest blood vessels 
at the tips of the feet. Injury or in­ 
fection is easily controlled. 
hi the elderly, however, the blood 
supply is diminished because of the 
narrowing of the arteries. A cut 
a 
bruise, or an infection of the foot may 
become complicated because there is 
not sufficient blood and oxygen in the 
areas of these tissues. 
For the elderly, therefore, the care of 
the feet is particularly important. 
Peope with diabetes and chronic 
circulatory problems must keep their 
feet in a constant state of cleanliness, 
washing them with a mild soap and 
thoroughly drying them can keep the 
skin from becoming irritated and open 
to infection. 
^ 
Gentle lotions help to keep the toes 
and feet soft and lubricated. 
Tight garters must be avoided, for 
they tend to diminish the circulation of 
the blood. 
Tight supporting hose should not be 
worn unless specifically prescribed bv 
a doctor. 
J 
Fungus infections and athlete’s foot 
are common in the elderly, even 


though the victims are not necessarily 
active in sports. These infections must 
be controlled with special drugs and 
powders so that secondary infections 
will not occur. 
Tobacco further constricts the blood 
vessels and should be scrupulouslv 
avoided. 


Many ulcers of the toes and feet fail 
to heal because of the spasm caused by 
tobacco. 
Toenails should alw ays be cut 
straight across. Whenever possible this 
should be done by someone else, to be 
sure that there is no injury with the 
scissors. Cutting down in the corners is 
a dangerous procedure. 
Corns and calluses on the toes, the 
heels and bottom of the feet should 
never, but never, be cut by anyone 
other than a trained podiatrist or 
chiropodist. This is an excellent in­ 
vestment in foot health. 
Far too many limbs have been 
sacrificed because of the injuries 
people inflict on themselves by their 
own razor blade surgery. 
A slight cut with the razor blade in 
people with poor circulation opens the 
avenue for infection and invites the 
possibility of gangrene. 
Well-fitting shoes made of a soft light 
leather can prevent the blisters, the 
corns, 
the infections 
and 
com ­ 
plications. 
Rubbing the feet occasionally with 
lanolin or cocoa butter keeps them soft 
and prevents cracking of the skin. 
Your feet deserve the care they so 
often do not get.

I. The diamond return is obviously a 
singleton; otherw ise, South’s play 
makes no sense. The question is 
whether to finesse the heart or go up 
with the ace to forestall the impending 
ruff. 
Oddly enough, the finesse is the right 
play. The danger of a ruff is more 
imaginary than real. True, it may 
occur, but if it does, you make the 
contract. 
Let’s say you finesse and lose the 
trick to North, who returns a diamond 
that South ruffs. That is the third trick 
for the defense, but also their last. 


Whatever South returns, you score the 
rest of the tricks. 
The finesse guards against South’s 
having some such hand as: 


A AJ9865 ¥ KQ3 A 9 A 986 


In that case, going up with the ace 
would cost you the contract because 
the defenders would score two trumps, 
a spade and a club. 
2. It would be wrong to attempt a 
spade finesse because, if it lost, you 
could go down, losing four hearts and a 
spade. The only way to nail down the 
contract is to lead a heart and discard a 
diamond on it. This permits you to cash 
the remaining diamonds later on — 
which you can’t do currently because 
the suit is blocked. 
The first two tricks disclosed that 
North had, at most, five hearts. On the 
recommended method of play you can 
lose four heart tricks, but nothing else.

distract from the principles involved, 
but insisting that his ideas are not just 
suggestions but proposals for action. 
TRADING: 
In stitu tio n s

often greater than the m arkets can 
supply 
For example, when an institution has 
spent 
m onths acq u irin g a

position, is it reasonable to expect the 
public, the specialists or other block 
traders to absorb the entire position in 
a few minutes or hours? 
That’s where the big price swings 
often occur. And so Kolton suggests 
that the institutions consider limiting 
themselves to disposal of only a certain 
amount of stock within a specified time 
period. 
VALUING 
PO R TFO LIO S: 
In 
sympathy with commissions in some 
other sports, Kolton is advising some of 
the players to take a haircut. By this he 
means that institutions should consider 
trimming the stated value of their 
holdings. 
Very often the holder of 200,(HK) 
shares in a company prices them at 
market value, at the sam e price per 
share you see in the newspaper, even 
though it is unlikely they could dispose 
of such large holdings at these prices. 
Kolton suggests, in the interests of 
reality, 
that 
institutions 
adopt 
measures similar to those used by 
exchange examiners when they study 
the financial condition of member 
firms. 
“When our examiners look at our 
own firm s,” Kolton said, “ they might 
decide that if the firm had to sell a big 
block held in its own nam e they would 
get less than m arket value 
“ in that case, a $30 stock might be 
assigned a hypothetical value of $43 or 
$40. And if it is an over-the-counter 
stock, where the market is apt to be 
less liquid, the price could Ik* even 
lower.” 
Wouldn't it make sense, he asks, for 
institutions also to take haircuts based 
on a criteria that includes the amount 


of stock in relation to shares out­ 
standing, the amount of public trading, 
and holdings by other institutions? 
DISCLOSURE: 
Some 
institutions, 
mainly mutual funds, currently make 
public their portfolios. If other in­ 
stitutions were to act similarly, this 
fact alone might make them more 
concerned about the way they use the 
markets. 
USE 
OF 
INFORM ATION: 
In­ 
stitutional investors might consider 
establishing clear guidelines, publicly 
articulated, concerning their handling 
of corporate information for trading 
purposes. 
Such guidelines, relating to the kind 
of nonpublic material information that 
might be used as a basis for trading, 
would go a long way toward convincing 
the individual investors that he can 
achieve a fair shake in the market. 
Kolton hopes to obtain voluntary 
action. “ When you can get voluntary 
a g re e m e n t instead of g o vernm ent 
action it is more effective and ef­ 
ficient.”

if that isn t forthcoming he 
suggests that the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission act, “ and if it is 
not in their ambit, then Congress 
should act.”

Augusto Ram irez Altam irano, 
a regional inspection chief for the Civil 
Aeronautics Adm inistration, said the 
plane was too far south and not within 
the approach pattern for an instrument 
landing. Its 2,000 to 2,200-foot altitude 
was correct for where it should have 
been, he added. 
At the tim e of the crash there w'as a 
heavy cloud cover at about 1,000 feet. 
Rescuers also found the aircraft’s 
flight recorder, which will reveal to 
investigators the plane’s last moves 
and position when the crash occurred. 
But Ram irez Altam irano said it will 
have to be analyzed before any con­ 
clusion can be drawn about possible 
causes of the disaster. 
The plane left Houston, Tex., earlier 
in the day and stopped in M onterrey, 
where foreign passengers went through 
Mexican im migration and customs. It 
was scheduled to fly from Puerto 
V allarta to Acapulco and Mexico City. 
Rescuers started their trek to the 
crash scene with a boat trip to Chimo. 
No roads connect the village with the 


outside world and it has no electricity, 
telephones or streets. From Chimo to 
the wreckage, about 2,200 feet above 
sea level and about two miles inland, 
they wound their way, m any on hands 
and knees, up and around mountains 
and through steam y jungles for 212 
hours. 
Low cloud cover and drizzle impeded 
air rescue efforts and som etim es cut 
visibility at the crash site to about 50

NEW YORK (AP) — Frank Leahy 
never w anted to be com pared to his 
predecessor Knute Rockne. “T hey’ll 
never be another Rockne,” said Leahy 
who died in Portland Thursday at the 
age of 65. 
But in m em ory, th at’s where he 
ended up, just a short step down from 
the Notre D am e football im m ortal of 
the late 1920s and 1930s. 
“No question about it, he was quite a 
guy,” said Red Blaik, form er Army 
coach w hose A rm y team b a ttle d 
Leahy’s Irish to a scoreless tie in 1946. 
“ He was one of the great coaches of the 
last 25-30 years. 
He was

dam entalist in the finest order. 
“ He had a rapport with the men that 
is hardly describeable.

IPornography ruling I

state witch hunts

Prosecutors and police officials are 
delighted by the Supreme Court’s new 
ruling on obscenity and many say it is 
just what they needed to lower the 
boom on dirty books and movies. 
“ If I operated one of those stores, I’d 
close like two minutes ago,” Florida 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Ray Marky said 
Thursday after hearing of the ruling. “ I 
think they are out of business.” 
Similar optimism was voiced by law 
enforcement officials across the nation 
after the high court widened the 
definition of obscenity and said com­ 
munity standards should prevail. 
The new guidelines will permit states 
to ban books, magazines, plays and 
motion pictures that offend local stand­ 
ards, even if they might be approved 
elsewhere. 
Many officials felt the court had 
finally clarified the language of the law 
and they cited the difficulty and ex­ 
pense in the past of applying national 
standards of decency to local cases. 
“ I expect that in the immediate 
future local communities can deter­ 
mine for themselves what will and 
what will not be tolerated in the nature 
of explicit sexual material,” said Larry 
Salmon, Floyd County district attorney 
and chairman of the criminal law 
section of the state bar of Georgia. 
Arkansas Atty. Gen. Jim Guy Tucker 
concurred. 
“ What correlation is there between a 
block in the center of New York City 
and Bald Knob, Ark.?” he asked.

However, the 5-4 decision met with 
sharp criticism from civil libertarians, 
book and magazine publishers, movie 
theater and book store owners and pa­ 
trons of the pornographic arts. 
“That’s no victory for civil liber­ 
ties,” said Melvin Wulf, legal director 
of the American Civil Liberties Union. 
“That’s a serious setback for freedom 
of speech and of the press.” 
Jack Frantz, executive chairman of 
the National Book Committee, said his 
group has always argued that com­ 
munity standards meant the American 
community at large. 
“ It’s absurd on its face that a book is 
deemed obscene, say, in Binghamton, 
N Y., and not in Carmel, Calif. It’s 
patently unfair to the reader.” Frantz 
said. 
Tom Ferrell, managing editor of 
Esquire magazine, responded, “ I think 
for a national publication, it’s kind of 
scary. If it means that there are going 
to be 50 laws governing obscenity, 
rather than one, it’s going to be very 
troublesome for everyone.” 
In Chicago, a spokesman for Charles 
Ix*vy Circulating Co., which distributes 
Playboy, Penthouse and similar maga­ 
zines, said the company does not 
consider them “ pornographic in any 
way, shape* or form” and he foresaw no 
problems with the new law. 
Ralph G. Haddun, 76, owner of an 
adult movie theater in Charlotte, N.C., 
criticized the decision. 
“ We don’t make ‘em come in here. 
We don’t go out with a shotgun. Ifs 
supposed to be a free country,” he said. 
After the ruling was announced 
Thursday, Stanley Marks, operator of 
three adult book stores in Cincinnati, 
closed his shops and hung out signs. 
The signs said the shops will remain 
closed until “ we learn how to interpret 
the decision.” They added, “ Thanks for 
your loyalty.” 
Columbus 
Prosecutor 
Daniel 
Johnson hailed the high court ruling as 
“ the greatest thing in the world.” 
Johnson added, “ The average juror 
drawn from registered voters has a 
good understanding of what this 
community would tolerate and the lim­ 
its placed on this standard. 
“ Columbus is in the Midwest and has 
a middle-of-the road 
viewpoint in 
regard to obscenity. We’re not ultra­ 
liberal, but we’re not bedrock con­ 
servative either.” 
He said the past practice of applying 
national standards to the local com­ 
munity has been cumbersome and 
expensive because it involves bringing 
in witnesses who have lived and studied 
nationally 
Hamilton County Prosecutor Simon 
Leis Jr. said, “ the problem with the 
former rules were that the people 
sitting in judgment (the courts) were 
judging by national standards. They 
couldn’t understand that there were 
local standards.” 
He said he was very pleased with the 
high court’s ruling. 
Cincinnati attorney Allen Brown, 
who has defended adult book stores in 
court, called the decision “ repression- 
meaning the American people cannot 
read what they want. 


“ This means if you are going to 
distribute a book or movie in the United 
State, you have better do it for the little 
old lady in Dubuque.” 


Benson Wolman, executive director 
of the Ohio chapter of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, said the ruling 
will permit local government prose­ 
cutors to have a field day taking ac­ 
cused pornographers to court. 


But Wolman said the ACLU in 
Columbus will “ seek to assure new 
local standards are belter than those of 
the Supreme Court.”

Success attributed to marketing system 


Much of the success of Mac Tools, 
Inc., has been attributed to its method 
of marketing: from manufacturer, to 
distributor, to actual consumer. This 
sytem has been used by the company 
throughout its 35-year history. 
About 85 per cent of the company’s 
production is devoted to hand tools for 
the automotive 
“ after 
m arket’’ 
meaning the repair and servicing of 
automobiles and trucks. 
Over 850 distributors are on the road 
calling on the consumers; service 
stations, mechanics and body shops. 
The 
distributors 
can 
be 
seen 
throughout the 50 states and Canada 
with their yellow vans with the red and 
white Mac Tools emblem. 
A distributor becomes an in­ 
dependent businessman and operates 
under the policies formed by the 
company. 
Mac Tools’ president, Paul W. Elrod, 
began his tool business career as a 
distributor, using the trunk of his 
automobile as a display area. 
Today, the distributor virtually has a 
store on wheels. Many of the com­ 
pany’s 8,000 products are neatly 
displayed in bins, on racks and on 
carpeted shelves in the van. 
The sales department is headed by 
Thomas R. Sizer, of Wilmington, who 
serves as vice president of sales and 
assistant general manager. F. J. 
Kibbey, who joined Mac Tools about 
three years ago, is the assistant sales 
manager. 
Sizer and Kibbey coordinate sales 
policies and assist the 50 district sales 
m anager. They both 
travel ex­ 
tensively to meet with the district 
manager. 
Each of the district m anagers 
supervise about 20 distributors. The 
district representatives coordinate the 
efforts of the distributors and conduct 
clinics and give assistance to the 


distributors. 
New sales policies, including the 
leasing of the vans and point-of- 
purchase 
merchandising 
were 
established in 1969. Since that time 
sales have increased about 75 per cent. 
About four new distributors are 
processed at the Washington C H. 
facility each week. Most of these are in 
new territories since there is a very 
small turnover in distributors, ac­ 


cording to Sizer. 
A prospective distributor who has 
been assigned a territory can be 
processed in about two days after 
arriving at the factory here. Tile van is 
picked up in Wilmington, complete 
with display areas, the tools are added, 
paperwork is processed and the 
distributor is in business. 
The district manager spends a week 
with the new businessman then he is on 


his own. From that point on the district 
manager serves as problem solver and 
provides additional training if it is 
needed. 
The distributors order their mer­ 
chandise from two sources — Mac 
Tools, Inc., in Washington C.H., and 
Mac Allied Tools Corp. in Tallmadge.

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Help the children stay safe this summer

What to do about roaming children 
come summer? 
In addition to all the dangers lurking 
about when children are footloose, 
their freedom is likely to be a hap­ 
pening for neighbors. 
The idea got a workout at a recent 
neighborhood kaffeeklatsch. 
One woman insisted she isn’t an­ 
tichildren even though she is not a 
mother, but she considers children as 
big a problem in packs as dogs are. And 
why should she keep her big, obedient 
companion, Fido, penned in the house 
all day because he might knock down 
and hurt some uninvited little guest in 
HIS backyard? 
Good question that only the mother of 
the little toddler might answer, maybe. 
But the ladies gave it a try as they 
listened to her complaints. 


IN ADDITION to making the dog 
bark incessantly, children trample 
herbs and other plantings, she con­ 
tinued. And anything on the property 
not nailed down is picked up just 
because it is there. 
She saw one child pick up a fireplace 
tool she had used at the outdoor bar­ 
becue, and nonchalantly toss it into her 
neighbor’s yard as he walked up the 
road. 
Why? He was probably equating the 
tool with a stick, she remarked. 
She had complained to three mothers 
about their children and passed on 
their answers to the coffee group. 
One had asked, “ How can you tell a 6- 
year-old not to go on someone’s 
property?” Another said, “ You have 
my permission to chase him any time.” 
And a third replied, “ You don’t 
understand children because you don’t 
have any . . . ” 
The ladies agreed that this is passing 
the buck, irresponsible-mother style. 
IN FACT they decided that if dog 
wardens caution and fine people for 
letting dogs roam, similar measures 
should be applied to parents of children 
who are perennial nuisances. 
More important, innocent people are 
often hurt when a child is hurt. Owners 
are punished if a dog nips a child. 
Drivers are often blamed if a child 
strays into the path of a car. 
And if a child drowns in a backyard 
swimming pool, the owner is left with 
the horrible memory for the rest of his 
life. 


Everyone agreed you can’t control a 
small child all the time. He might 
forget instructions. He might chase a 
ball or fly a kite or an airplane and 
wind up on another’s property. 


‘‘But some women turn their children 
out of the house every morning as they 
do their dogs and cats,” said one 
mother of four. 


“ They have no idea where they are 
going and they don’t seem to care — as 
long as they are out of their hair. And 


when these kids grow up, they are still 
problems . . . ” 


t h e WOMEN recalled a family who 
had always insisted they had “ moved 
to the country to enjoy” and why 
shouldn’t their children move about as 
they pleased? They are now teenagers 
and still challenging homeowners. 
Two have been arrested for defacing 
property — one put graffiti over a 
garage and the other chopped down a 
valuable tree. They felt they’d be 


backed by their parents, but the law 
took over. 
Summer is fraught with inherent 
dangers to unwary young people, a 
good enough reason to keep tabs on 
them, the group observed. In addition 
to the child molester there are the 
backyard 
swimming 
pool 
. . . 
automobiles . . . . lawn mowers. 
One woman was appalled when she 
saw a barefooted youngster in her 
backyard fiddling with a lawn mower 
that she had left with motor running 


while she dashed into the house to treat 
a bee sting. Goodbye toes and fingers, 
she thought as she raced back in panic. 
The group didn’t limit their con­ 
versation to criticism — they had some 


constructive suggestions mainly based 
on methods used to control their own 
youngsters.

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Inflation doesn't respect geography, survey Indicates

LONDON (A P) — It may be small 
comfort to Americans, but their in­ 
flation problems could be worse. They 
are in much of Western Europe. 
Wage and price controls are not 
working well on this side of the 
Atlantic, an Associated Press survey 
shows. Often the controls have been 
less successful in Europe than in the 
United States. 
The rate of inflation is still worse in 
Britain, France, Spain, Italy, Denmark 
and Finland than in America. 


In Britain, for example, Prime 
Minister Edward Heath's government 
followed the Nixon lead last November 
and introduced the nation's toughest 
wage 
and 
price 
controls 
in 
its 
peacetime history. Inflation then was 
running at 9 per cent a year. It is still 
running now at 9.2 per cent a year. 
Worse still, food prices have been 
rising faster in Britain under the 
controls than they were before. Last 
year food prices were rising at a rate of 
3.4 per cent annually. This year they 
are rising at about 15 per cent a year. 
Britain may be a special case. Much 


of the food price boost was caused by 
the nation’s entry into the European 
Common Market on Jan. I. Also, in this 
trading nation, imported food and raw 
materials are exempt from the price 
controls. And Britain must import 51 
per cent of its food and raw materials. 
But the pattern is not much different 
in other countries which don’t have 
Britain’s special problems. 
In France, the controls are volun­ 
tary. The government has recom­ 
mended a limit of 7 per cent a year on 
wage raises. 
But even Finance 
Minister Valery Giscard d’Estaing 


admits wages are now rising at a rate 
of 12 per cent annually. 
Some countries have rejected wage 
and price controls as unworkable or as 
politically unacceptable. Spain and 
Italy are examples. In both nations in­ 
flation is now a worse problem. 
In Italy the annual rate of inflation is 
nearly 14 per cent, up from 8 per cent 
last year. In Spain it is about 12 per 
cent, up from 8.7 per cent. 
Belgium has compulsory price 
controls, yet inflation there is the 
country’s worst since the Korean War, 
rising at about 8 per cent a year.

The first production, capitalized on 
$5,100 for purchase of machinery and 
equipment, was m arketed through 
Mac-Huff Tool Co., also of Sabina, 
which added the line of three box 
wrenches to their own line of punches, 
chisels and screw drivers. 
The Mac-Huff firm was damaged by 
fire in 1940, and Mechanics’ Tool and 
Forge Co. purchased die salvageable 
Mac-Huff tools and added Mac-Huff’s 
sales force, including G E. Waddell 
who later became president of Mac 
Tools, to its organization. The Mac- 
Huff firm was acquired by Mac Tools 
about four years ago. 
It was Waddell who set the stage for

stockholders. Mac Tools and the 
Clinton Tool Co. 
merged into one 
corporation in 1963. 
A third firm, Mac Allied Tools Corp., 
was formed in 1946 to manufacture or 
acquire and distribute the items in the 
Mac Tools’ line which 
were not 
manufactured by the parent firm. Mac 
Allied is located in Tallmadge. 
Although 
the 
products 
w ere 
marketed as Mac Tools, the firm 
carried the Mechanics’ name until 1961 
when the name of Mechanics’ Tool & 
Forge Co. was officially changed to 
Mac Tools, Inc. 
New offices and a stockroom were 
constructed in 1963 in Sabina. 
In May, 1972, the firm acquired the 
buildings in Washington C.H. formerly 
occupied by National Cash Register Co. 
Work began immediately to adapt the 
Washington C.H. buildings to Mac 
Tools’ operation. Manufacturing began 
here in August, 1972, and the offices, 
finished goods and shipping depart­ 
ment were moved from Sabina last 
month. 


It has been 35 years of progress for 
Mac Tools, Inc., one of the newest 
industries in Washington C.H., and 
more progress is planned for the future 
as plans are under way to double the 
capital outlay for additional production 
capacity. 
The firm, with headquarters here 
and another plant in Sabina plus 
associate firm s in 
Medina 
and 
Tallmadge, began operation in 1938 in a 
rented garage in Sabina. 
First known as Mechanics’ Tool and 
Forge Co., the corporation was formed 
July ll, 1938, by R. W. McPherson, H. 
E. Pendry and O. N. Tucker. Other 
shareholders in the original firm were 
R. E. Cantrill, H. W. Harcum, G. W. 
Martin and L. R. Lyons. The first of­ 
ficers of the firm were McPherson, 
president; 
Tucker, 
secretary, 
and 


the growth of Mac Tools. He was one of 
the pioneers in sales organization. Paul 
W. E lrod, cu rren t president and 
general m anager of Mac Tools, 
referred to Mr. Waddell as “ Mr. 
Marketing and Mr. Sales.’’ “ It was Mr. 
Waddell who really built the sales 
force,” Elrod said. 
The firm received a boost in 1942 
when it received a military contract to 
produce 72,000 special wrenches for the 
U.S. Air Force. The proceeds from the 
military order allowed the company to 
purchase the garage in which its 
equipment was located, and later that 
year begin construction of a new- 
building to house the company. The 
company’s first catalog was also issued 
in 1942.
